Unpen tho title of ‘Lightning Express 
Railway Servico’ Mr. F. B. Behr, of the 
Inatitute of Civil Engineers, has apt forth 
in detail a achome for carrying us by rail at 
the rate of 120 to 160 milesan hour. The 
seoret lies in discarding existing railways, 
which Mr Behr pronounces unfitted for such 
thigh speed, in favour of tho ‘ Lartigne ain- 
gle-rail system,’ with electricity fur the mo- 
tive power, London, Brighton, and South 
QOoast sharcholders. will not, wo fear, be 
pleased to hear that Mr Behr estimates the 
cost of conducting such a line and equipp- 
ing it with rolling atock, generating plant, 
and all appliances for working trains st 150 
miles per hour every three minutes, at 
something under a million sterling. With 
this he will undortake to carry ten million 
passongers per year. Brighton will theo 
be brought within uwenty minutes of Lon- 
don, At the same rate, as Mr Behr ina 
cuptivating tablo of examples shows, wo 
should get to Paris in 2 hours and 12 
minutes, and Edinburgh in 2 hours and 40 
minutes. 


Tar great salt lake ut Obdorek is nine miles 
wide and seventeen miles long, yet, except 
in o few places, itis solidly routed over with 
a doposit of salt, which is getting thicker 
every year. Qur guide, who js on old man, 
eaid that ho could remember when the salt 
orystals first began to form upon the surface 
of the water, Yesir hy year, owing to tha 
evaporation of the water, the eryatuls became 
moronumcrous, and thon caked together, till 
this great root formed. In 1878 the water 
beneuth the salt crystal roof found an un- 
derground outlet into the river Obi, This 
lowoted the lake's surface about three feet, 
leaving that distance between thy water and 
the rouf. Looking dowa through one of tho 
openings made for the purpose in the rovf, 
we saw a jow-sided small boat. Our guide 
put us one ut u time inte the buat. We lay 
dat un our backs nod looked up at tho curious. 
ly beautiful salt ceiling overhead. We pro- 
pelled the boat by pushing with our hands 
against the irregularities of the roof. The 
guid held a long rope attached to the boat 
to prevent our going too fer and getting loat, 
a thing he said it was easy to do. —Geoyru- 
phical Magazine,

That the Nautical Mombors would havo 
been quite ontitled to have sent their 
roply straight to the newspapors, con- 
sidering the tone of the Director's re- 
marks and the fact that thoy bad 
resigned. 


That if may bo strict official etiquette to 
rocogniss the Government in thie way, 
oven aftor the treatment they have re- 
ceived, but the Govornment must publish 
their reply.

ishing touch to the object glass of the fine 
new Equatorial, of which”he is tho maker, 
and which lias bean set up ab a cost— 
including tho doms which covers it—of 
somewhere about £4,600, The casting of 
this 28 ineh lens. took Messrs, Chance 
Brothers, of Birmioghum, about’ three 
years; thatia to ssy, thoy kopt on trying 
and failing for abont that length of time 
before they wore able"to produce a perfect 
glass. They avicceoded at length in turn- 
ing ‘out what may be regarded aa one of 
tha bost, if not quite the largest lens, ever 
yot placed at the service of tho astronomor, 
It ig now mounted, and tho tolescope is 
practically complete. It may possibly be 
some little time, bofore any trustworthy 
work can be done with it, for the great 
telescope has of course to bo vory carofally 
tested ond adjusted. All instramonts 
require this, even the best of them, and 
such testing and adjusting are now pro- 
ceoding at Greenwich. 

This new Nquatorial is what Grocawich 
had been sadly in need of for years, Tho 
Tressnry consented to give it as far back 
48 1886, bat yeara hofora that Mr Christic 
had been pleading for it. It was canction- 
ed in 1886, ordered in 1886, and may ba 
said to havo boon in hand ever sinco, the 
object-glaas having boon delivered at the 
Obsorvatory in March of last year. Tha 
work to which it will be more eapacially 
devoted is spectroscopis photography, 
though by o very ingenions mounting of 
the object-glass, which pormits of its being 
revaracd, the telescops ia available oither 
for visual obsorvations or for the photo. 
graphing of the spectra of tho stars. 
Greenwich has givan great attention to this 
latter work, but hos not hitherto been pro- 
porly equipped for it. The importance of 
it, may be guthored from the fact that stars 
that sre altogethor. undiscoverablo to tho 
oy, oven when aided by the most powerful 
of teleacopos, are not only detected by the 
photographic camera in combination with 
the telescopo and tho apectroscope, but are 
mada to reveal some of their profoundest 
secrets, That is to say, that stare that 
are 80 inconceivably distant that the light 
reaching the carth from them isso faint 
that the best tolescopes cannot detect a 
trace of it, nevertholess do send a light, 
to us, and spectroscopic photography can 
not only detect it, but can analyse this 
light, make it reveal tho character of its 
source and what the star is made of, and 
can make it.print its revelations on paper. 
Some important discoveries havo recently 
been matic, puck, for instance, aa tho 
finding of av osculted star, Algal, and the 
demonstration that Spica, which bas alway 
boon supposad to be a single star, is roally 
a double ono, Of course the more light 
can_-bo._bad_from those extremely _distant | 
objeote the batter thay can be studied, and 
it is obvious that tho light to be focussed 
from the 28-inch objective is greater than 
that which could be received by the 13- 
inch lens itis superseding. Groat thiogs 
aro oxpected from this fine naw instrument, 
which, though not one of the very largest, 
is practically very little behind the best 
now in oxistenco. The arrangemonta by 
which when in use, this inatroment will be 
made to move round the heavens from east 
to west, so as to follow the body under 
observation and keep it continaally in tha 
field, will he tho game as for the old 
Equatorial, the eame besutifal and ingeni- 
ous ‘wator clock’ bein, employed for the

tory of first-rate importance will be a

vigour of its chief and of a more enlightened 
and appreciative attitude on the part of the 
Admiralty and the Treasury. 1t is particu. 
larly satisfaotory to note any waking up io 
theso aificial querters, for the Greenwich 
Observatory is an institution of which in the 
past we have had reason to be proud, and 
which certainly ought to be in the vd of as-
